German soliders also gave themselves 
up. ,but were treated as prisoners n f ' 
war and sent back to the prison 
camps. Many of them wero Alsatians ' 
anrl n.'itives of Lorraine, who claimed 
they had deserted or had been dis- 
cbarced from the German army and 
were hurrying back to their liberated 
homes. 


After one day's rest at T.owry the 


march was resumed, and on Novem- 
ber 20 the Americans crossed the 
border into Luxemburg.

UTHEN a crime is committed it is the practice, 
'' if not the original theory, for the prosecut- 
ing attorney to gather and present everything 
lending to show the guilt of the accused. He 
does not disclose matters indicating innocence. 
That is left to the defendant attorney, who on 
his part seeks only the 
things that work 


against conviction, and fails to disclose any evi- 
dence of guilt that may come to him. The 
judge in his charge, and the jury in its delib- 
erations, must weigh the prosecution against 
the defense, and seek from the two to arrive at 
the truth. 


This, too, is true of our American politics. 


Neither side in a campaign concerns itself with 
the things that favor its opponents. Each side 
presents the good, and ignores the evils of its 
cause. The voters, as judge and jury, must 
draw the conclusion by analyzing the two par- 
tisan or factional presentations with which 
they are confronted. And since human nature 
and the mortal mind are fallible, it follows 
that niether side to any broad controversy, hon- 
estly admitted, can be entirely right or abso- 
lutely wrong.

My first recollection of Onalaska 


was a ride in the old stage when I 
was a "small girl. 
My aunt, Annie 


Cook Howard, so designated because 
there ivere several Annie's in the 
family, and who made her home with 
us in my early childhood, decided to 
make a visit to her friend .Agusta 
Kirvan, a former early settler of 
La Crosse. then living in Onalaska. 


My aunt was very prim and we 


sat very straight in the end of the 
bus, 
the only feminine occupants. 


The stage was filled with lumber 


jacks who worked in the Nichols' 
mill in the summer months. It seem- 
ed a long ride over the prairie and 
I remember the hard pull the horses 
had up the long sand hill in front 
of Moore's brewery, now the Ona- 
laska pickle and canning plant. 


The landscape changes with civ- 


ilization, and sometimes it is diffi- 
cult to locate haunts of childhood. 
Last year I made a special effort to 
ifind the two Kirvan homes 
which 


stood side by side. 
In early days 


there were only paths besides the 
two main travelled roads, one lead- 
ing east and the other north 
and 


south. 
I found them still standing 


among the native oak trees, on a side

"for the benefit of mankind?"

Fund for Public 
Service, 
doesn t 
know how it is going to be spent and 
doesn't want to know. 
But the question has been 
an- 
swered for NBA Service by Roger N. 
Baldwin, director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, who has been 
named secretary of the newly organ- 
ized American Fund lor Public Ser- 


"fhe fund is modeled after the 


Community Trust plan," says Bald- 
win, " as a method for systematic 
distribution of funds now given by 
numerous persons to 
experimental 


enterprises. 
"A board of 12 men will investi- 
gate and determine the best uses for 
the Garland money and other con- 
tributions in prospect. 
About $50,- 


000 a year will probably be available 
in interest alone, 
but 
after 
Bix 


months survey the principal of the 
Garland and other donations may be 
used. 
Thus the foundation funds 


will be conserved for from 10 to 15 
years. jS>t Giant Trust Fund 
"Instead of building up big endow- 
ments we want the money to do the 
greatest possible good In the 
life- 


time of the donors and administra- 
tors. 
We don't want $o 
form 
a 
'trust' or a powerful piece of machin- 
ery that could dictate the direction 
of giving to new causes. 
"We are going to gamble in hu- 
man nature, lending money as well 
as making outright gifts. There will 
be no loans or gifts to individuals 
as individuals, but to experiments in 
new movements and ideas. 
"For example, funds probably will 
be available for co-operative move- 
ments, which seek to cut out middle- 
men's profits; for labor colleges and 
workers' schools; perhaps for 
the 


aid of tenant 
farmer 
movements; 


and for periodicals which are trying 
to spread new ideas of educational 
and economic value to mankind gen- 
erally." 
Baldwin emphasized that the sur- 


vey committee now at work is not 
influenced by applications for funds, 
but is investigating all movements 
impartially. 
Must Prore They're Practical 
"If they are doing good work we 


will go out and find them," he said. 
"But they must prove they are not 
visionary, bat are useful and man- 
aged in a business-like way. 
"All of the money except the bare 


cost of bookkeeping willxgo to public 
service. No official will draw a sal-

ISSUED BY RAILROAD SHOP CRAFTS COMMITTEE 


Application for

used by unfair employers to persuade workmen Into 
thinking- that the government does not approve of la- • 
bor unions. 


The fact Is that the Supreme Court of the United 


States as late as December 6, 1921, In effect, states tha.t 
unions are an absolute necessity. "Union was essential 
to g-lve laborers opportunity to deal on equality with 
their employer," It said. 


Mr. f-lilef Justice Taft, 1n the now famous case of 


American Steel Foundries vs. TrI-Clty Central Trades 
Council, discussing labor organizations said, "They 
were organized out o( the necessity of the sitautlon. A 
slnfflo employe was helpless "In dealing: with an em- 
ployer. He was dependent ordinarily on his dnily wagro 
for the maintenance of himself and family. If the em- 
ployer refused to pay him the wages that he thought 
fair, he -was nevertheless unable to leave the employ 
and to resist arbitrary and unfair treatment. 
Union 


was essential to give laborers an opportunity -to deal 
on equality with ^helr employer. They (labor organi- 
zations) united to exert Influence upon him (the em* 
ployer}, and to leave him In a body In order*by this 
Inconvenience to Induce him to make better terms with 
them. They were withholding- their labor of economic 
value to make him pay what they thought It was 
worth. The right to combine for such a lawful purpose 
has in many years not been denied by any court. The 
strike became a lawful Instrument in a lawful econom- 
ic strug-gle or competition between an employer and 
employes as to the share or division between them of 
the joint product of labor and capital. To render this 
combination at all effective, employes must make their 
combination extend beyond one shop. 
It is helpful trj 


have as many as may be In the same trade In the same 
community united, because In the competition between 
employers they are bound to be affected by the stand- 
ard of wages of their trade in the neighborhood. There- 
fore, they may use all lawful propaganda to enlarge 
their membership a.nd especially among those whose 
labor at. lower wages will Injure their -whole guild." 


And regarding picketing-, the court says, "We are a 


social people and the accosting one ot another In an 
Inoffensive way and an offer to communicate and 
dis- 


cuss Information with a vle,w to Influencing- the other's 
action are not regarded as aggression or a violation of 
that other'^ rights." 


And the United States througTl Congress has enacted 


a law known as the Clayton Act, Section 20 of wTi'ich 
prohibits Injunctions against peaceful picketing. 


Tt reads, "That no restraining order or Injunction 


shall be granted by any court of the United States, 
or a, judge or judges thereof, in any case between an 
employer and employes, or between employers and em- 
ployes, nr between p'ersons employed and persons seek- 
ing- employment, involving or growing out of. a dispute 
concerning terms or conditions of employment, unless 
necessary to prevent irreparable Injury to property, of 
to a property right, of the party making the applica- 
tion. f*r which injury there Is no adequate remedy at 
law, and such property or property right must be de- 
scMbed with particularity In the application, which 
must be In writing and sworn to by the applicant or 
by bis agent or attorney. 


"And 
no such restraining order or Injunction shall 


prohibit any person or persons whether singly or In 
concert from terminating any relation of employment, 
or fr°nj ceasing to perform any work or labor or from 
recommending, advising, or presuadlngothers by peace- 
ful means t o do so; or from attending, at any place 
where any such person or persons may lawfully be. for 
the purpose of peacefully obtaining or communicating 
Information, or from peacefully persuading any person 
to work or to abstain from working; or from ceasing 
to patronize or to employ any party to such dispute, or 
from recommending, advlalng, or persuading- others by 
peaceful and lawful means to do so; or from paying or 
giving to, or withholding from, any person engaged in

such dispute, any strike benefits or other moneys or 
things of value; or from peaceably assembling In a 
lawful manner, and for lawful purposes; or from doing 
any act or thing -which might lawfully be done In the 
absence of such dispute by any party thereto; nor shall 
any of the acts specified In this paragraph be consid- 
ered or held to be violation of any law of the United 
States." 


Peaceful picketing cannot be enjoined either In the 


state or federal (United States) courts. 


It Is true that sometimes. In a labor dispute, taking In 


a large territory, such as a railroad strike or lockout 
where many division points, shops and yards are in- 
volved, that a sweeping Injunction Is granted by the 
coin-Is. 
This Is sometimes because the real facts are 


misrepresented to the court but more often it Is a casa 
where the whole system_ Is Included, and places and 
men where peaceful picketing Is employed, suffer to- 
pethcr with and because of violence and rioting at 
other places in the large territory Involved. 


The United State Supreme Court has said ^hnt th» 


purpose of an Injunction should be to prevent violence 
and lawlessness and the Inevitable Intimidation of the 
presence of large groups of pickets, but not to prevent 
"missionary work" by the pickets. 


Just what "peaceful picketing" means, depends upon 


the circumstances of each case. "What may be peateful 
in one place may because of the surroundings and 
circumstances, not be peaceful In another, and may 
thus be unlawful. 


To put It In another war. 
as a g-eneral proposition, 


an injunction is Issued only to prevent acts which 
would be wrong or unlawful whether there was an In- 
junction or restraining order Issued by the courts or 
not. 
It becomes a question for the judgment of the 


court who has heard the evidence and familiarized 
himself with the geography, the location and all the 
circumstances of the case in court and has observed 
the tendencies to disturbance and conflict. 


The test of whether picketing Is peaceftjl or not 


seems to be whether the means used tends to cause tha 
strikebreaker to keep from or cease labor for the em- 
ployer, of his own free will in the use of his own judg- 
ment, or whether the acts of the pickets, whether by- 
violence or otherwise, cause the strikebreaker to keep 
away from or cease labor, for the employer, without 
using his own Judgment. 


A number of pickets on a wide street In open terri- 


tory might not be unlawful picketing, while one picket 
on a narrow street by his actions might be said to un- 
lawfully intimidate strikebreakers into acting: against 
their will. A number of men near a working strike- 
breaker or the employer's premises might in one case 
be peacefully and lawfully picketing, while one lone 
man at a distance might not be peacefully and lawfully 
picketing. 


Unfortunately, "picketing" is a work used In -war- 


fare and seems to have been adopted In the early daya 
of trades unionism when "strong arm" 
methods were 


charged against strikers by employers. See Otis Steel 
Co. vs. Iron Moulders' Union, 110 Fed. 
B9S. 


To sum up the matter In every day language, Jn- 


tlmidatlon and acts amounting- to unlawful coercion, 
may be enjoined by the courts, but peaceful picketing, 
otherwise "missionary work", will not be legally stop- 
ped. 
In fact the courts have approved of it time and 


again. 
— 


All that courts ask. 
If Injunctions are Issued. Is that 


members of labor organizations, pickets, friends, and 
sympathizers be law abiding and conform to Its terms. 
While picketing Is not forbrtden it must be peaceful 
picketing or as the United States Supreme Court says 
"missionary work." 


v If an Injunction Is Issued read It carefully and obey 
It to the letter.
